If city misses payments 


County threatens to end Sheriff's patrol 


Wayne County Board of Com- 
missioners last month notified the 
City of Romulus that contractual 
police services, provided by the 
Sheriffs Department, will be ter- 
minated, if payments by the city fall 
more than two months behind. 

The county and the city have been 
engaged in an ongoing controversy 
over more than $800,000 which the 
Sheriffs Department contends is 
owed by Romulus for past police 
services. 

The city maintains it has not been 
adequately notified of increased 
payments due to salary raises 
granted deputies under new con- 
tracts, that itemized billing has nt 
been provided and documented, and 
that the current monthly payment 
amounts are in error.

The county, on the other hand, 
claims the city has not paid in- 
creases for retroactive pay boosts it 
paid to its deputies and has made 
monthly payments that are the same 
as those paid under the last contract 
which has expired. 

Clerk Leonard J. Folmar has 
consistently insisted that the 
$800,000 plus figure for police ser- 
vices is grossly in error. 

“What the city actually owes is 
closer to zero,” he contended. 

He said the county and city are 


still operating under provisions of 
the expired contract. 

“They can’t just pass a resolution 
and change the contract. We have to 
negotiate those things,” the clerk 
said. 

According to the letter sent to the 
clerk, the County Board of Auditors 
made the recommendation that the 
City of Romulus pay for contractual 
police servies 60 days in advance. 
The recommendation was contained 
in the 1979-80 budget report of the 


Ways and Means Committee of the 
Board of Commissioners. 

The Board of Auditors indicated 
that payment for contractual police 
services provided by the Sheriffs 
Department have not been 
“received in a timely fashion, 
thereby adding to the county’s cash 
flow problems.” 

Wayne County’s depleted financial 
condition has been the subject of 
headlines for many months. The 
county has asked the state for 
financial aid. 


The letter to Folmar stated that 
the Ways and Means Committee 
believes the county’s cash flow 
problems can be resolved by 
adopting a policy that requires the 
City of Romulus and the Board of 
County Road Commissioners 
(airpon police) to provide 60-day 
funding in advance for police ser- 
vices by the staff. 

Further, the letter stated that the 
Ways and Means Committee 
recommended that the new policy be 


initiated in the 1973-80 budget, with 
the stipulation that “...if and when 
the required advances drop to a 
level below that necessary to fully 
fund one pay period, then ap- 
propriate layoff notices shall be 
immediately issued”. 

The Board of Commissioners 
voted Nov. 29, 1979 to amend its 
current policy, thereby requiring 
Romulus and the Road Commission 
to pay for police services 60 days in 
advance. 

Romulus has taken no action to 
pay the $800,000 plus amount which 
the county said is owed for police 
services. With the threat of police 
services being terminated, the 
future of police protection for 
residents of Romulus hangs in limbo 
at the present time.

Van Buren Township residents 
living along Hannan Road, alerted 
by a flyer that Romulus was plan- 
ning to annex them, breathed a sign 
of relief last Wednesday at learning 
that all annexations affecting the 
township are frozen. 

Hannan Road residents attended a 
special meeting of the State 
Boundary Commission at the 
township hall, which was called to 
gather input and answer questions 
on proposed consolidation of ti^e 
township and the City of Belleville. , 

fni nine months the Boundary 
Commission is expected to rule on 
whether to approve the con- 
solidation. If approved, petitions 
must be signed and filed by a 
specified number of registered 
voters in both communities, with 
favorable vote by both communities 
at a special election, for the con- 
solidation to be successful. 

If no petitions are filed within 45 
days, the consolidation process 
automatically moves ahead. Voters 
in both communities would vote for a 
9-member charter commission at 
the same time they would be voting 
on whether they wanted to con- 
solidate. 


Thieves take church's tabernacle 


Thieves made off with the gold- 
plated tabernacle from St. Aloysius 
Church, 11208 Ozga Road, Romulus, 
some time between midnight and 8 
a.m. Jan. 8, according to police. 

Detectives Robert Pond and Ed 
Lindberg of the Wayne County 
Sheriffs Department reported they 
found footprints and evidence that 
the heavy tabernacle had been 
dragged in the snow along the 
railroad tracks near the church. 

Lindberg said the astronomical 
increase in the price of gold world- 


wide had probably prompted the 
thieves to make off with the 
tabernacle, a heavy box with two 
doors in which items used in Com- 
munion are stored. The tabernacle is 
roughly two feet by 1V4 feet by Vh 
feet, he explained. 

The detectives said pieces of the 
inside of the tabernacle were found 
in the snow and alter identified by 
church officials as part of the holy 
object. 

They said they notified persons in 
the area who are engaged in the 


buying of silver and gold of the theft, 
requesting that they contact police 
with any information on the 
tabernacle. 

The tabernacle was dedicated to 
St. Aloysius by the family of Mario 
and Ann Crova several years ago, 
lindberg said. 

Anyone with information on the 
stolen tabernacle is asked to call 
Lindberg or Pond at 721-2222. 

“Orginally, the tabernacle cost 
about $700. Today, it’s worth several 
thousand dollars,” he said. 



If approved, the elected charter 
commission would have two years 
and two elections to win voter ap- 
proval of the charter for a new home 
rule city. Consolidation would 
become a dead issue, if both at- 
tempts fail. 

With the entire procedure an- 
ticipated to take five years, all 
annexation attempts aimed at 
township land would be frozen for 
that period, the Boundary Com- 
mission explained. 

Should the consolidation issue fail 
to get off the ground, still con- 
fronting township residents is a vote 
at the next election on charter 
status. Cullin estimated that the 
township would get about two years 
of protection against annexation 
because such action also would be 
frozen until that election is com- 
pleted. 

As a charter township, Van Buren 
will be afforded greater protection 
against annexation at attempts by 
its neighbors, Belleville and 
Romulus. Belleville recently has 
annexed two parcels from the 
township. 

Merging of the township and 
Belleville into a home rule city 
would combine many services now 
provided to residents, with the 
possibility that costs to taxpayers 
would be reduced. 

About 50 township and city 
residents turned out for the special 
public hearing, many of whom asked 
to be heard. The Boundary Com- 
mission will allow an additional 30 
days in which officials and residents 
of both communities can submit 
information on the proposed con- 
solidation. 

During the public hearing, some 
members of the audience voiced 
comments that some Boundary 


Commission members appeared to 
be as much in the dark about con- 
solidation and charter status as they 
themselves.

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Romulus joins in 
convention planning 


Although the Republican National 
Convention will be held in Detroit 
next summer, the weeks im- 
mediately prior to and during the 
enclave July 12-19 also will be im- 
portant to the City of Romulus. 

With many of the delegates and 
officials staying at motels on the 
fringes of Detroit Metropolitan 
Airport, the economy of Romulus is 
expected to get a substantial 
financial shot in the arm. 

Benefitting most from the huge 
influx of visitors will be businesses, 
such as gasoline service stations, 
motels, restaurants, car rental 
firms, taxi companies and other 
local enterprises. 

Preparing details for the GOP 
convention, which will pump 
millions of dollars into Detroit’s 
lifestream, are 19 standing com- 
mittees, each of which is finalizing 
plans for its own activities.

The film has been sent to GOP 
state chairmen across the nation, 
urging delegates to come to the 
convention early, stay late, and 
bring spouses and families along, 
too. 

The special events committee is 
preparing a list of exhibits, tours, 
open houses, programs, festivals 
and other special events for July 5- 
11, Platform Week, the week before 
the convention begins 

Romulus will be among area 
suburbs whose entertainment 
facilities will be logged with the 
special events committee so that 
local hospitality chairmen can plan 
activities in those areas for visiting 
GOP delegates. 

The importance of suburban in- 
volvement in hosting the Republican 
convention was stressed recently by 
Robert Carter, convention manager 
He emphasized that about half of all 


hotel rooms committed to con- 
vention delegates and officials are 
located in suburban community* 

He suggested that suburbs* .such 
as Romulus, decorate mainbusiness 
streets, erect storefront posters 
welcoming GOP delegates and 
provide informational material for 
booths in the various hotels. 

Suburban municipalities,

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Things that matter: We can't go it alone

The safest prediction to make 
about religion in 1980 (maybe even 
in the 1980s as a whole) is that the 
charismatic movement will continue 
to grow. 

We are. as social historian Martin 
Marty notes, “A generation given to 
taste, touch, see, feel, probe and 
experience ” 

We have lost much of our interest 
in “propositional theology” — 
reasoned, even, inspirational 
statements about God and Christ 
and the church. 

The National Catholic Reporter 
calls the charismatic movement a 
“man-made response to the intense 
hungers which neither the 


established churches nor other 
social institutions have been very 
successful in satisfying.” 

What are those hungers? 

They are a hunger for community, 
a hunger for commitment, a hunger 
for prayer, inner peace and an- 
swers. 

The charismatic movement fills 
the hunger for community, suggests 
the Reporter, by “being ready to 
accept the new participant, praying 
over him for all things good and 
taking a personal interest in his 
life.” 

It satisfies a hunger for com- 
mitment by “calling its members to 
step outside a culture filled with 
materialism and cheap eroticism 
and to reject the idols of sex, wealth 
and personal ambition.” 


The praying charismatic finds “a 
new' closeness to God, a direct 
communication.” 

The answers the movement 
provides include everjrthing from 
“what God wants for His church in 
these times to what is proper 
clothing for women.” 

It is true that charismatic leaders 
speak of God s plan for us with a 
certainty which non-charismatics 
would be uncomfortable with. 

Yet, frightening as this hunger for 
answers is (“remember Mussolini 
and Hitler ... and Jim Jones”) it 
suggests that the demands of the 
“Me Decade” of the ‘70s, which 
practically insisted that everybody 
find his own meaning for life, were 
too wearying and too confusing —

maybe even impossible — for great 
numbers of people. 

For all their shortcomings, the 
leaders of the charismatic 
movement have hit on the truth that 
careerism, self-fulfillment, 
materialism and the American 
success syndrome do not offer the 
ultimate promise or purpose for 
living. 

What makes these gods of the 
American pantheon false gods is the 
self-centeredness they breed — 
whereas the Good Life, in the words 
of a Wellesley College professor, “is 
a life of relationships and sharing.” 

Human fulfillment, Professor 
Harold Vanderpool hints, is different 
from self-fulfillment. Self- 
fulfillment may even cancel out 
human fulfillment if it gives second 
place to human companionship and 
the give-and-take of human 
relationships. 

In his book, “I Ain’t Well — But I 
Sure Am Better,” Jess Lair 
describes what he calls "Mutual 
need therapy.” 

Lair, who says he developed his 
mutual need therapy after suffering 
three heart attacks, comments: 
“Our mutual need for each other and 
specifically for a certain few people 
—our feelings for these few intimate 
friends and our communication with 
them — helps us to find out who we 
are and gives us strength to make 
the most of that.” 

TTie Me Decade has taught us to be 
self-reliant so that we don’t have to 
look to others for support. 

In John Steinbeck’s novel, 
“Cannery Row,” a man commits 
suicide. And the man who sits 
contemplating his friend’s death 
acknowledges that every man has a 
right to make his own decisions —

Sewer hookup suit stirs new dispute

The Van Buren Township Board is 
finding itself on the horns of a 
dilemma in regard to the 7-year 
controversy over the request of a 
mobile home park developer to hook 
up to the nearby Ypsilanti sewage 
system.

only after it had exhausted all 
possible legal avenues The case is 
pending in the Michigan Court of 
Appeals. 

Now, a new ramification of the 
controversial case has cropped up 
that puts the board in the position of 
“damned if they do and damned if 
they don’t”. 

Van Buren is one of 13 com- 
munities which signed a contract to 
pay for construction and operation 
of a sewage disposal plant in 
downriver Wyandotte in March 1962.

But, the rub came when the other

about the matter, Van Buren 
Township Supervisor Pat Cullin 
called a meeting for Monday. 

Letters sent from its member 
communities in the sewage contract, 
CulJin explained, said the pact would 
notallow Van Buren to divert part of 
its sewage flow to Ypsilanti unless 


all 12 remaining members consented 
to the action. 

“I called the Monday meeting so 
Van Buren could determine what 
action the other 12 member com- 
munities of our downriver sewage 
contract would take if we finally

Auditor Traskos reported on the 1980 CETA Allocations stating that the 
new regulations make it very difficult for Van Buren to qualify. One half of 
the ‘80 allocation would have to be for special projects. 

Supervisor Cullin indicated that with all the new regulations the program 
has become too costly and time-consuming and was no longer productive for 
the Township.

Attorney James reported that no word has been received regarding the El-

If a school district requires ill 

girls with a certain hair length (to 
wear a bathing cap in swim classes, 
italso must require all boys with tfte 
same hair length to wear a bathing 
cap. 

That example is being used 'to 
illustrate a point in a new Stale 
Board of Education publication 
released today entitled. “A Studeht 
Guide to Title IX.” The point is that 
under Title IX of the federal 
Education Amendments Act of 1972, 
all students discriminating on tljje 
basis of sex. 

The guide, which explains student 
rights and responsibilities under 
Title IX, also informs students thfct 
the law requires districts to have la 
Title IX coordinator who will be in 
charge of protecting their rights. , 

Under the law, the guide states, all 
students have the right to: 

—Take any classes they wish arid 
to be treated equally in those 
classes. If a science department is 


offering an enrichment program 

after school, both boys and girls are 
eligible to participate. 

—Attend co education classes. 
There are just a few exceptions— 
girls and boys may be separated 
when parts of a class deal with 
human sexuality, when students in 
music classes are grouped by vocal 
range, when parts of a gym class 
involve bodily contact and when 
parts of a gym class require 
students to be grouped together by 
ability, resulting in only boys and 
girls being in such groups 

—Equal counseling and placement 
services. Title IX guarantees that all 
students receive the same 
vocational training opportunities, 
the same scholarship and financial 
aid information and the same testing 
and evaluation services. 

—Be treated equally. If a school 
has no smoking rule, and it is 
broken, both boys and girls must be 
punished in the same way. 


State and federal funding 
finances energy aid plan 


As home heating costs continue to rise, it becomes 
more difficult for low-income and senior citizens to 
pay the highh price necessary to keep warm. 

This winter Michigan has more than $100 million 
of state and federal funds available for various 
energy asistance programs. Low-income persons 
having problems paying home heating bills, may be 
eligible for individual financial assistance, tax 
credits, or a variety of other services. 

The Michigan Department of Labor and the 30 
local based Community Action Agencies are 
operating the Energy Crisis Assistance Program 
(ECAP) and the home weatherization program 
The Energy Crisis Assistance Program has ap- 
proximately $19 million available to low-income 
households for payment of heating fuel-utility bills. 
Eligible households may receive from $280 to $400 of 
assistance paid directly to their utility companv or 
fuel suppliers. 

Under ECAP, an eligible household in the Upper 
Peninsula, for example, which heats with fuel oil 
would receive the maximum $400, while a natural 
gas customer in the southern lower peninsula would 
receive the $280 minimum. 

The Community Action Agencies also operate the 
home weatherization program, which will provide 
approximately $30 million over the next 12 months, 
to help conserve energy and lower heating costs by 
weatherizing homes. This program provides in- 
sulation. weatherstripping, caulking and other 
weatherization related repairs. Eligible low-income 
homeowners and renters may receive up to $1,000 in 
services and materials. 

The Department of Social Services operates two 
programs to assist low-income people in meeting 
their energy costs. The Emergency Needs Program 
iEN'P) provides assistance to families who are

—Participate fully in athletics, 
intramural programs and club 
sports. A school district has three 
choices under the law on how it will 
run an athletic program and what 
sports will be offered to students. It 
can choose to offer all separate 
teams for girls and boys, or co- 
education teams or a combination of 
separate and co-education teams. 
Whatever way a district decides to 
run its athletic program, the in- 
terests and abilities of both boys and 
girls must be served. 

School districts that choose to 
offer separate teams must have 
comparable programs. The girls’ 
and boys’ teams must have com- 
parable equipment, supplies, 
uniforms, coaching and tutoring, 
medical services, locker rooms and 
use of the gym, to name a few. 

The guide states that if a student 
believes his or her rights have been 
violated, one of the student’s first 
responsibilities is to discuss the 
matter with the Title IX coordinator, 
or school principal. 

While a student has the right to an 
education free of sex discrimination, 
as a young adult he or she also has a 
responsibility to act fairly, honestly 
and reasonably in exercising that 
right, the guide states. 

If a student believes there is sex 
discrimination at his or her school, 


being threatened with shut-off or have had their 
utilities shut off The Volunteer Heating Fuel budget 
plan program <VHF) operated by the Department 
of Social Services, provides Aid to Families with 
Dependent Childrenj ( AFDC) with financial 
assistance and budget planning assistance.

exemptions claimed, the greater the credit. Senior 
citizeas, age 65 and bver, are allowed a double 
exemption on the statfc income tax. 

. 

The Michigan Office of Services to the Aging 
operates a home repair program foe senior citizens, 
age 60 and older. Also, senior citizens, age 60 and 
over, who are customers of Michigan Consolidated 
Gas Co., are protected from shut-off due to inability 
to pay their Michigan Consolidated bill, from Nov. 
15, 1979 to April 15, 1980. 

Anyone seeking further information about energy 
programs and how to contact local agencies ad- 
ministering them, can call the toll-free energy 
hotline 1-800-292-4704. The Energy Administration, 
Michigan Department of Commerce, which 
operates the hotline, also has free up-to-date 
Energy Financial Assistance Directory and in- 
formation about energy saving ideas.

Brad Traskos, Assistant Fire Chief from Station No. 1, requested that the 
Board consider using some of the Block Grant monies to purchase land in the 
South end of the Township for a new Fire Station.

Traffic congestion in the City 
limits precludes the firemen from reaching the Station, thereby increasing 
the response time for fire calls.

Supervisor Cullin thanked Mr. Traskos for his presentation and stated that 
some time ago, a citizen indicated to her that he would donate land to the 
Township if they were interested in a Fire Station on the South side of town 
and that she would get in contact with that person.

Turner said he will rely heavily on 
the loyalty of county employees and 
the better cooperation he hopes to 
arrange with Milliken 

“Our most important resource is 
people, and they have demonstrated 
their loyalty by continuing to work 
even after payless paydays With 
that kind of dedication.

Salaries 


The recent Romulus City Council decision to defer a 6 percent 
pay increase recommended by that city’s pay board, points up a 
growing problem faced by municipal government and its ser- 
vants. 

Pressed by inflation on one hand, and the voter on the other, 
today’s elected officials must walk a tightrope to make ends 
meet. 

While the problem affects all officials in government, it is more 
severe for those who must provide their services on a full-time 
basis. 

In Romulus, Mayor William Oakley, a successful custom home 
builder before his election to the mayor’s job, took a substantial 
pay cut to serve his community. 

While he has not complained about the situation, it is obvious 
that he is worth considerably more than his present $22,000 
salary. 

The, ultimate risk a community must assume when it loses sight 
of reality relative to the salaries it sets for its public officials, is 
the risk that competent people will no longer be willing to become 
involved if the cost to them for that service is too great. 

Due in part to the poor credibility of today’s elected officials, 
many citizens are convinced they could handle the respon- 
' sibilities of elected office as well, or better, than those holding 
office. 

While that premise may be true in some cases, it is not 
generally true that even a skilled tradesman, earning in excess of 
$15 per hour, could walk into city hall and take over its operation. 
But most likely, it is that same tradesman who objects the loudest 
to any salary increase for elected officials. 

We believe it is time for the citizen to urge fair salaries for 
elected officials. But those officials should be forced to vote on 
those increases themselves rather than hide behind the faceless 
pay boards throughout this area.'

'Bucking' up Chrysler 


President Carter’s signing of a bill authorizing 
$15 billion in federal loan guarantees for the 
Chrysler Corporation capped about six months of 
struggle by those of us trying to help the No. 3 
carmaker survive. Unfortunately, Chrysler’s 
struggle is still not over. 

The Chrysler aid bill passed by the Congress 
and signed by the President was a major step 
toward rescue of the corporation and the 500,000 
employees who directly or indirectly owe their 
livelihoods to Chrysler. 

It is a- $3.5 billion package. 

The legislation allows the federal government 
to back $1.5 billion in loans for Chrysler and it 
requires the company to gain an additional $1.43 
billion in concession from banks, suppliers and 
dealers. 

The United Auto Workers will be required to 
give up $462.5 million of the $1.3 billion in pay 
raises that the union negotiated last year in a 
three-year contract. One hundred twenty-five 
million dollars must be contributed by Chrysler 
management. 

The labor provision, which will cost the 
average UAW worker $4,600 over the course of 
the contract, was the key to passage of the 
legislation The bill takes a disproportionate 
share out of the hide of the workers But it ws the 
best we could get. 

This package, approved finally on a House 
vote of 241 to 124 and an Senate vote of 43 to 34, 
does not include a provision that I considered 
important to Chrysler financing. 

My amendment would have provided $500 
million in guarantees for loans that Chrysler 
may need to bridge the financing gap between 


Congressional approval of the plan and the time 
that Chrysler actually gets the money produced 
under the plan. 

Under the “bridge loan” amendment, 
Chrysler would have been required to pay back 
the money it received under this interim 
arrangement before it could receive any other 
federal loan guarantees. It would have been fully 
collateralized with no risk of loss to the govern- 
ment 

The bridge loan merely would have insured 
that Chrysler would not fall while we are 
building the structure to keep it up. 

The amendment failed, but those of us who 
favored this provision ultimately prevailed 
Without admitting to the common sense logic of 
providing a bridge loan, the House and Senate 
members who conferred to produce the final 
Chrysler aid package agreed to bill language 
that seems to assure interim financing And 
Treasury Secretary William Miller assured 
Congressional supporters of this plan that the 
government would cooperate in every way to 
help Chrysler find interim financing, if needed. 

The Senators in the conference accepted the 
House’s language allowing Chrysler to draw 
earlier on its federal loan guarantees that it 
could have under Senate requirements. 

But Chrysler has not been saved yet. 

The U.S. government still must be satisfied 
that it is living up to its side of the bargain before 
one dime is delivered to the corporation under 
the federal loan guarantee provisions. 

And, much more importantly, our world and 
national economy and the energy situation must 
be stable and strong enough to allow Chrysler to 
survive. 



The rocking and reeling economy and the 
escalating costs and shortages of gasoline have 
shaken even the auto giant, General Motors. 

Chrysler, which is expected to report more 
than $1 billion in losses for 1979, is like a 
pneumonia patient trying to weather a winter 
storm. 

I believe Chrysler has the fortitude to make it. 

With the respected Lee Iaccoca at the helm, 
the Chrysler management has the skill and 
initiative to increase its share of the auto market 
and show that it can respond to the changing 
pressures of the market 

Chrysler’s cars already get the best mileage, 
and the company is reshaping its facilities to 
better meet the demands of the buyers. 

The aid that has been provided by the Congress 
will give Chrysler the cash that it needs to meet 
those demands 

If the company had been allowed to go into 
bankruptcy, it would have staggered and fallen. 
The nation and Michigan would have suffered 
severe repercussions 

There would be a $5-10 billion loss to the 
Treasury if Chrysler failed. If that were the case, 
the Chrysler aid bill wouldn’t be a Chrysler baii 
out but a Treasury bail out. 

Congress came to understand this and moved 
to save Chrysler. 

Despite all of the political posturing that 
sometimes takes place, the men and women who 
represent the people of the United States in 
Congress usually act in the best interests of the 
nation in the final test. 

And helping Chrysler Corporation was in the 
best interests of this nation.

CUFA —a sick bird 



% CUFA-CUFA-CUFA. 

Not the wail of an injured bird as some would 
have you believe, but rather the now infamous 
governmental agency mired in controversy. 

Last week in a quick afternoon sweep, the FBI 
moved into the Taylor offices of CUFA, Com- 
munities United for Action, and secured the 
Community Services Agency’s financial records. 

The goal of the federal investigators was to 
look into the possibility that several CUFA of- 
ficials were involved in an underhanded scheme 
to defraud the taxpayers of our country of funds 
earmarked for the low income, handicapped, 
and senior citizens. 

Ironic! 

Ironic, not because the investigation was 
unnecessary. Ironic, not because ample 
evidence was lacking to support the probe. And 
ironic not because hundreds of people have been 
urging such an investigation, but ironic that it 
did not come before this time. 

CUFA, established in 1971, and audited yearly 
by certified public accountants hired by the 
agency, has consistently failed to meet the most 
basic requirements for compliance with federal 
guidelines. Year after year, auditors complained 
about the slipshod accounting practices em- 
ployed by CUFA, but the auditors’ warnings fell 
on deaf federal ears. 

Or perhaps those federal ears were so stuffed 
with our greenbacks that they just couldn’t hear. 


For years, local citizens involved in and on the 
fringes of CUFA, listed violation after violation, 
but neither the parent federal funding agency for 
CUFA — The Community Services Ad- 
ministration — or the Michigan CUFA 
monitoring agency — Bureau of Community 
Services — ever found the time to look into the 
charges, which if true, could have been costing 
the citizens of Michiga millions of dollars. 

Well, last week, partially in response to a 
series of articles published in these newspapers 
and authored by Staff Writer Carrie Young and 
myself, the FBI and the federal government 
finally managed to move. 

And of even more surprise, CUFA Board 
Chairman William McGill, the same fellow who 
refused to cooperate at all with these news- 
papers during our investigation leading up to the 
recent series, also finally moved. He suspended 
four CUFA officials now under investigation for 
‘double dipping.’ One of those officials is newly 
installed CUFA Executive Director Mrs. Jean 
Conyers, formally of Terre Haute, Indiana 

Mrs. Conyers, fired from her executive 
directorship of an agency similar to CUFA in 
Terre Haute, for irregularities, was hired by the 
same McGill less than two months after her 
termination, and no one is yet able to understand 
how she managed to land the top job in Wayne 
County. 


Any logical person would conclude that the 
government would be very interested in having 
these problems resolved They are. But the 
federal perception of what the problem is may 
vary a little from yours and mine. 

Rather than grasp at an opportunity to correct 
CUFA’s problems, the feds and Michigan 
monitoring officials censured their employees 
who had had the courage to ta Ik to us. 

Apparently, the bureaucratic mind believes 
that if you don’t talk about it, the problem will go 
away 

Well finally, ten years and ten critical audit 
reports later, something may be done to halt the 
obscene waste of the taxpayers’ money. But the 
FBI cannot insure that the same abuses will not 
soon return. 

And since only the federal government's 
funding agencies could accomplish that task, 
and since they allowed the CUFA problems to 
develop in the first place, it is likely nothing will 
change Only the faces at CUFA will change 
Only the names of those ripping off the taxpayers 
will change 

And in the meantime, people targeted for help 
from CUFA-type agencies, continue to go 
without it 

The illegal rich get richer. The poor get poorer, 
and only the federal government remains the 
same: Incompetent!

The rising cost of health care is a serious 
problem. Such costs now represent about $1 out 
of every $11 we pay for all goods and services 
produced in the United States. Here in Michigan, 
each one of us will spend, on the average, about 
$737 this year to pay for necessary health ser- 
vices. 

Although all of us feel the effects of higher 
health care prices, through our taxes, the dollars 
we pay to buy health insurance or the money we 
spend to buy health services, the burden is 
greatest on those of us who must depend on 
government programs to provide needed health 
services or go without, the poor and the elderly. 

In the past, Michigan Legislators have often 
been in the position of having to react to in- 
creasing health care costs either by increasing 
taxes or reducing services. Neither of these 
choices is a very easy one for any of us to make. 
In 1977, however, members of the Legislature 
organized a special task force composed of 
people from private industry, labor and 
government to look at what else could be done to 
reduce health care costs. 

As one of its major recommendations, the task 
force suggested that the Legislature establish a 
plan to reduce the supply of excess or empty 
hospital beds in Michigan. Excess hospital beds 
were chosen because they are an unnecessary 
expense and, given the high cost of hospital stay, 
the savings gained from reducing excess beds 
could be substantial. 

Currently in Michigan, we have between 5 and 
7 thousand beds more than we need to provide 
high quality hospital care. 

There are a number of reasons for this. 

First, many people have moved out of our 
cities into the suburbs, leaving a reduced 
number of patients who use our inner city 
hospitals. Additionally, fewer people are being 
born so our population is not growing as it once 
was. Also, we have more services that are being 
provided in clinics and doctors’ offices with 
fewer people needing to be hospitalized. 

The existence of excess beds contributes to 



unnecessary hospital costs because there are 
certain costs that must be paid regardless of 
whether or not the bed is filled or empty. Also, 
when there is a bed available there is often a* 
great deal of pressure placed on physicians lb 
put a patient in that bed, even though that person 
may be treated successfully elsewhere at a lower 
cost. The Office of Health and Medical Affairs, 
the health planning arm of state government, 
has estimated that, at a minimum, it costs over 
$30,000 per year to maintain each of these beds. 

The Office estimates that the current excess 
bedding problem costs Michigan residents 
nearly $200 million per year. That represents 
money that is being spent in the health care area 
that is not providing needed services to Michigan 
residents. 

In response to the problem, the Legislature 
adopted an amendment to the Public Health 
Code which establishes a plan to remove these 
beds. The plan is unique in that it establishes the 
local community as the primary element in the 
planning process. Some highlights of the plan 
are: 

1. Planning for the reduction of excess hospital 
beds will be done at the local level. Although the 
Department of Public Health will be responsible 
for identifying those areas of the state where 
excess hospital beds exist, the responsibility for 
developing plans to reduce these beds will be 
assigned to the local health planning agencies. 

2. One major intent of the bill is to begin to get 
hospitals to cooperate and to share their ser- 
vices. In the past, most hospitals have operated 
reasonably independently of one another, even 
though in many cases they have served the same 
residents in a community. The result has been 
that many of these facilities perform similar 
functions where it would be more economical to 
have them share responsibilities in serving 
community residents. The law will hopefully 
provide an opportunity for hospitals to begin to 
work together in a more cost effective manner. 

3. The law provides for a five year frame in 
which to accomplish the necessary reductions in 
beds. The intent of the law is to provide a long

enough period of time to insure that the bed 
reductions will not disrupt the delivery of 
medical care to the community and will not 
jeopardize the hospital’s ability to provide ihat 
care. 

4. Areas that have less than 25 excess beds will 
be exempt from the planning process This 
provision will insure that many of the rural 
areas, where closing beds will not result in 
significant cost savings, will not be included in 
the law. The planning activities provided for in 
the law will not be required in these areas. 

5. A committee has been established to address 
the financial and other problems associated with 
removing excess hospital beds. This provision 
will insure that hospitals will have the financial 
resources necessary to remove excess hospital 
capacity without jeopardizing their ability to 
provide high quality medical services. 

During debate on the bill, I offered an 
amendment to the bill to modify the “subarea” 
definition of the bill to reflect the entire district 
of a hospital authority where these authorities 
have been established. I offered the amendment 
because I feel it is important to consider these 
authorities as a planning unit because we, as 
taxpayers, are directly’ ‘paying for these 
facilities. Because of this, the determination of 
excess bedding should be made using the 
hospital authority as the planning unit. Due to 
the press of time, the amendment was not 
adopted by the House before it passed the bill 

Although the amendment was not adopted, I 
still believe the subareas should reflect hospital 
authority districts. Others may be convinced of 
the significance of this issue when the plans are 
presented, and hopefully the law can be 
amended in the near future 

This law is very important to all of us. If we 
can identify areas where w r e are spending our 
health care dollar unwisely and move to 
eliminate such expenditures we will have more 
of that dollar available to provide essential 
services to those who need them. This is our 
major legislative goal. 


Reforming Social Security

In a 400-page report presented to HEW 
Secretary Patricia Roberts Harris and Congress 
on December 12, 1979, the Advisory Council on 
Social Security recommended that half of all 
Social Security benefits be included in income 
subjected to federal income tax. Social Security 
payments are entirely tax-free now. 

This proposal is one of many made by this 
independent panel responsible for recom- 
mending changes to Congress in the Social 


Security system. In proposing to tax half the 
benefits, the Advisory Council pointed out that 
virtually no individuals or couples whose sole 
income is from Social Security would pay higher 
income taxes if the Council’s proposal were 
adopted. 

I am opposed to any recommendation sub- 
jecting benefits to federal income tax. I believe 
each person receiving benefits is entitled to them 
in full. Having planned for retirement based on 



anticipated benefits, you should not have the 
benefits diminished by paying income tax on half 
of them. 

Finally, do not be too alarmed at this proposal 
for it will undergo much congressional scrutiny. 
If it is introduced as an amendment to the Social 
Security system, it must be passed by Congress 
before your benefits could bd reduced. I do not 
think this is very likely to happen.

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1979: A slower year, ; but motorists still topping 55 mph 



A Highway Users 
Federation analysis of 
1979 speed data from 
states shows that the 
average motorist last 
year drove 55.8 mph on 
roads posted for 55, a 
pace slightly slower 
than 1978 s average 
speed of 56.3 mph. About 
54 percent of motorists 
violated the speed limit 
to some degree in 1979, 
with the percentage of 
speeders reported by 
the states ranging from 
a low of 28 percent in 
Virginia to a high of 72.5 
percent in Texas. 

Unless Texas lowers 
its percentage of 
speeders, it could lose a 
portion of its federal 
highway funds. Under 
terms of the 1978 Sur- 
face Transportation 
Assistance Act, states 
that show more than 70 
percent of motorists 
exceeding 55 mph in 
federal fiscal year 1979 
risk losing up to 5 
percent of federal 
primary, secondary and 
urban road funds. 
However, states proving 
hardship may be given a 
1-year “grace period” 
by the Secretary of 
Transportation. 

The threat of funding 
cuts seems to have 
made a difference in 
1979. On a national 
basis, the 1979 speed 
data show that the 
percentage of motorists 
exceeding 55 dropped 
almost 3 percent 
compared to 1978. In 
1979, about one-fourth of 
the states reported 
speed averages of 55 
mph or lower, with 
Texas reporting the 
highest average speed 
at 58.7 mph and Virginia 
the lowest at 51 mph. 

In the survey some 
56.75 percent of 
Michigan motorists 
exceeded the 55 mph 
speed limit, with an 
average speed of 56.2 
mph.

stiffer — no state can 
show more than 60 
percent of motorists 
exceeding 55 without 
risking part of their 
federal highway funds. 
The federal standard 
gradually stiffens year 
by year, and in 1983 and 


beyond states that show 
more than 30 percent of 
motorists violating 55 
will face sanctions of 10 
percent of federal road 
funds. 

A decade ago, 
motorists sped into the 


‘70s by averaging 59.2 
mph and about 70 
percent drove faster

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Salem wins Schoolcraft mat title 


Schultz, Valchine and Winekoff are gold medalists

Few were surprised that 
Plymouth Salem captured its first 
Schoolcraft Wrestling Invitational 
Championship Saturday night, but 
most were astounded by the relative 
ease that Coach Ron Krueger’s 
grapplers annexed their fifth major 
tournament title of the season.

It was a strange time, a time when George Bell would tap his 
baton on the podium to get the attention of members of the band. 
And then the music — strong, vibrant, marching tune echo through 
the football stadium. 

There were few fans back in those days, bleak ones for Wayne 
Memorial’s football team.

One day Bell happened by the 
ANP office, and we began 
discussing sports and fans and 
arousing interest which inex- 
cusably had waned and 
deteriorated to a point of no 
return. 

“Why don’t you hang me?” I 
asked Bell.

Bell looked at me — “Please, explain yourself?” he answered. 

“I mean in effigy — make me out the fall guy and stir up some 
controversy so that at least people will get interested,” I replied. 

That is how the “infamous feud” between the Sports Meridian 
and Bell started. 

Bell eventually was elevated to the principalship at Wayne 
Memorial where he immediately set in motion programs that 
helped make the school one of the finest in the state. 

A strict disciplinarian who could not tolerate mediocrity, Bell 
continued to demand the best from his staff. Educators and 
coaches respected him as did members of the press who were often 
called on the carpet if we let our picas get the better of us. 

Once while covering a football game at the University of 
Michigan where Wayne Memorial’s band was participating in a 
Band Day program, I jokingly wrote that “I wonder who was 
responsible for the false note”, aiming, that barb at the Zebras. 

Bell was waiting for me the next day and asked for my music 
credentials. 

I replied with a smile — but that’s about all I could respond with. 

Over the years our paths crossed at games, but he was never too 
busy to come over and ask a question of two. 

Now that he has decided to leave the Wayne-Westland School 
District for the superintendent’s job in the Van Dyke school system, 
there will be a void that 1 am sure will not be easily filled. 

Sports in the area will be losing a truly great friend. 

I know that Bell and I know, it will never be the same again in 
these parts.

EVER WONDER where some of the “titled” dishes 
we prepare or consume got such specific names? Such 
favorites as Welsh Rarebit, Chicken Marengo, Beef 
Stroganoff, ice cream “sundaes”, or Waldorf Salad for 
instance? 

Let’s concentrate on Waldorf. Salad this week and 
take the others as space allows, shall we? 

“Oscar” didn’t always mean an Academy Award. In 
the 1890’s, it referred to a winning maitre d\ Oscar 
Tschirky, otherwise known as “Oscar of the Waldorf’ 
since he headed the dining room staff of that era’s most 
famous American hotel. 

The “Old Waldorf” stood on the Manhattan corner 
now graced by the Empire State Building; and the 
refrain of the socialites who dined there was, “Ask 
Oscar” — as they deferred to his astute judgment 
regarding foods and wines. 

Proud of his lofty reputation, Oscar was wont to say, 
“My job is the SERVING of food, never the cooking.” 
He broke his own rule, however, when he improvised 
an intriguing salad of apples, celery and mayonnaise, 
temptingly served on a bed of lettuce leaves. 

Diplomatically, he named the dish, not for himself, 
but for his place of employment. 

The Waldorf, itself, had been named for the German 
village which was the birthplace of the hotel’s founder, 
John Jacob Astor. He, of course, amassed legendary 
wealth, but his maitre d’ didn’t do badly either.

But — try as I might, I 
could NOT remember who’d played the various 
characters with the exception of Efrem Zimbalist, Jr. 
If you chance to get the book and can identify the 
widow, Sheila; Dr. Jerry Mancini, Sally, Maryann or 
Patrick, I’d sure like to be filled in. 

Checking on my calendar (where I keep track of 
books I’ve read) I discovered there WAS a bit of fiction 
I rather liked — this one somewhat heavier and which 
should be of interest to men, too. Get yourself “Face 
Value” by a new author, Ron Powers, for an insight 
into the making of a big-time comedian whose backers 
really have the U.S. Senate in mind for “their boy”. 

It might clear up the mystery of why such unap- 
pealing non-talents as Linda Lavin, Bernadette Peters 
(yech!), Karen Black, Barbi Benton, Tanya Tucker, 
Lynda Carter and their many counterparts have 
“made it”. They are “packaged” . . . check out 
Powers’ fictional account on the maneuvering and 
production of “big names.”

“no resemblance to actual persons, living or dead”, it 
doesn’t take an iota of imagination to figure out who 
they ARE likened-to.

We all know we get paid for doing 
a job, but a note of appreciation or a 
call to thank us for our efforts is 
greatly encouraging Regretably, 
we usually just hear about our “sins 
of omission.” or mistakes. 


Then there are the people who 
corner you w hen you are out socially 
and remind you that what they say 
“doesn’t go in the paper.” Believe 
me, it won’t! 

All in all. people are pretty un- 
derstanding, and they seem to 
realize that newspaper people are 
humans who have their fair share of 
shortcomings.
